News of a mixed character came to. the 
Navy Department today from Admiral 
Dewey touching the situation in the 
Philippines. The admiral sent two of 
bis warships, the Charleston and Con- 
cord, some time ago, to tbe southward 
from Manila to ascertain whether there 
was truth in the report that the Span- 
ish had expanded their action in that 
direction. The following message was 
received today: 


MANTuA, November 18.—Secretary 


of the Navy, Washington: Charleston 
and Concord arrived today from Hollo. 
They report that the entire island* are 
in the possession of the insurgents, 
except Hollo, 'which is defended by the 
Spanish troops. All foreign citizens 
there are Tor American protection. The 
island of Negros has declared inde- 
pendence and desires an American pro- 
tectorate.

Glass is the commander of the Char- 


leston. So far nothing has been done 
by the Administration toward curbing 
thejnsurgents'to tfceir operations, save 
verbal representations from the Amer- 
ican commaaders to Aguinaldo, in 
which it has been pointed oat to him 
that it would b# good policy, in view 
of the prdbabality of the annexation of 
the islands by the United States, to 
pursne a course that woold not 'be ob- 
noxious to the United States. So far 
as the Spaniards are concerned, per- 
haps they can be left to take care of 
themselves, but the foreign residents 
at Iloilo are differently regarded. 


Ttarcfifflcnltr 1n tne Bttaatfon is that 


with the best intentions to intervene to 
protect the Europeans and other for- 
eigners and to save the city of Iloilo, 
the second in importance in the Philip- 
pine group, from looting, the United 
States forces appear to be stopped un- 
der the rules of war from moving from 
their positions. Such is the construc- 
tion placed upon the clause in the pro- 
tocol relating to a suspension of hos- 
tilities. 


The immediate effect of this state of 


affairs may be to hasten action in the 
Paris conference, for It Is only by the 
termination of that tribunal that the 
United States can come to tbe relief of 
the beleaguered Spaniards in Iloilo and 
other .points.

LUCIEN YOUNG'S SAT. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Nov. 1&—Lieut 


Lucien Young of the Hist, rtports that 
it Is practicable to raise the former Span- 
ish cruiser Reina Mercedes, sunk on June 
6th near the entrance of Santiago harbor 
during the engagement between Admiral 
Sampson's fie«t and the Spanish marine 
and land batteries. He found' that she 
had been sunk by opening her sea valves. 


TO RAISE GUNBOATS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The United 


States Navy will soon possess more than 
a sprinkling of foreign-built war ships. 
Admiral Dewey has Informed the Navy 
Department that he has contracted with 
a Hongkong firm of wreckers to raise 
three of the Spaninh war vessel* rank in 
the battle of Manila last Hay day. The 
cost of raining the ships and putting them 
in thorough repair will be $300,000.

J. E. Wood was at the postoffiie at: 


o'clock Saturday morning last on a not 
very noisy hunt for listeners. Wood is. 
a successful Klondiker and he wanted 
to tell all about it The native polica- 
man did not take any interest In the 
matter and the letter handling people 
were "busy inside. Wood had talked to 
everybody on the Belgic and wanted 
new auditors. 
He was such a/good, 


simple chap, that he finally enlisted 
Captain Bowers, of the Merchants' Pa- 
trol, 'L. L. la. Pierre, the sanitary agent 
and a couple of Advertiser men, who 
had followed the Owl lunch wagon 
from Rialto to the postoffice. Wood's 
strictly Klondike story was not a great 
deal out of the ordinary, but his man- 
ner and his account of himself were 
worth the while. He had been in the 
gold fields seven years. Much of the 
time he had worked as a miner for oth- 
ers, receiving $10 a day. He is a Ms 
fellow and could be a handy man about 
diggings. Finally in one of his seasons 
of prospecting, he struck H and for the 
first time on such a tour was all alone, 
so there was no one with whom to 
divide. He took out $9000 in dust and 
then sold for $20,000 cash. Wood fig- . 
ures that this will be enough money for 
him for his whole life. 
He does not 


drink or gamble and has faith that he 
cannot be swindled. • 


This Klondiker is a walking 'adver- 


tisement for the British Bank of North 
America. (He says it is the solidest 
financial institution anywhere. He had 
known of a number of banks toppling . 
"in the Puget Sound country, but he was 
cock-sure that the British Bank of 
North America could nevenhayea mis- -~~* 
hap. "They don't pay interest," he said, 
"but when you want your money they 
produce it. They don't change their 
place of business and they have only 
honest old men for clerks." Wood had 
a portion of his fortune in exchange 
on Spreckels & Company here and on 
a bank at Hongkong. 


Wood said that he was going to 


make a trip around the world and 
wuiiout any apparent intention of be- 
ing funny said that he had enough 
money to do it and get back home 
again. From Hongkong he goes down 
to Manila to see the "battlefields" and 
have a look at Dewey as he expressed 
it. Wood is an ardent1 admirer ol the 
triumphant admiral and declares that 
he must meet the great sailor. 


The miner's tale of his return to the

MANCHESTER, Nov. 15.—At 
the 


National Liberal Unionists conference 
here today, Joseph Chamberlain, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, made 
his first public speech since his return 
from the United States. 


Mr. Chamberlain, who was much 


more explicit on the subject of Anglo- 
French relations than any of his col- 
leagues m the Cabinet has been, said 
it was the hope of every friend of peace 
that the French withdrawal from Fa- 
shoda is indicative of their acceptance 
of the principle of "British control of 
the whole valley of the Nile,- regarding 
which there cannot be acoy discussion 
whatever;" 
Going on to recite a "series of un- 


friendly acts perpetrated by France in 
other quarters of the globe during the 
last ten or fifteen years," foe said: "If 
better relations are to be established, 
it will be necessary for French poli- 
ticians to/abandon tactics whose object 
has- been to embarrass British policies 
ia quarters where the French have no 
interests to protect I refer especially 
to Newfoundland, where, despite the 
fact that the French fisher/ interests 
lhave declined to a comparatively In- 
significant point, the demands of the 
French have continually increased, and 
their interference with the develop- 
ment of this colony has increased. 


"At the present'moment 'Newfound- 


land is seriously suffering from an in- 
tervention which is of no advantage 
to France, although a serious detri- 
ment to the British colony. If the 
Faaihoda incident only serves to dis- 
abuse foreign statesmen) of the erron- 
eous conception that the British will 
yield anything to pressure, it will be 
a blessing in disguise." 


After referring to the "thorough and 


complete sympathy so noticeable be- 
tween the mother country and her col- 
onies," Mr. Chamberlain continued as 
follows:

Commis^oner-General T. V. Powderly 
of the Immigration Bureau, In his an- 
nual report to the Secretary^ of the 
Treasury, gives the total number of 
mmigrants who arrived In the United 
States during the last nscal year as 
229,229, a decrease as compared with 
the fiscal year 1897 of 1,563. Of the 
whole number 135,775 were males and 
93,534 .females; 10,037 came into the 
United States through Canada. 


During the year 3,030 were debarred, 


and of this number there were 12 in- 
sane, 1 idiot, 2,261 paupers or persorife 
likely to become a public charge, 257 
diseased persons, 2 convicts, 79 assisted 
immigrants and 417 contract laborers. 
One hundred and ninety-nine were re- 
turned within one year after landing. 


Of the whole number over 14 years ol 


age, 1,416 could not write, 43,057 could 
neither read nor write; 27,608 over 20 
years of age had $30 or over, and 96,- 
203 had less than ?30. The total amount 
of money shown by Immigrants during 
the year was $3,872,077, but the actual 
amount brought over was 
probably 


greatly in excess of this amount. 


Of the whole number of arrivals 58,- 


613 came from Italy, 27,221 from Rus- 
sia proper, 25,128 from Ireland, 17,111 
from Germany, 16,659 from Hungary 
12,420 from Gallcia and Burkowina, in 
Austria-Hungary; 12.398 from Sweden 
and 9,987 from England.

after an illness of dbout ten days, died 


* at his home in Haiku. The funeral, 


which was largely attended by footh na- 
tive and foreign residents of Mani, took 
place in Paia Foreign church the 26. 
Rev. S. Kapu and Mev. J. M. Lewis, 
beta of Wailuiu, assisted Dr. B. G. 
-BecKwith in this to him, the saddest of 
all ceremonies. The pathos of the 
scene will never <be forgotten by those 
present—a white-haired, aged man, re- 
peating the- funeral prayer of a 
much-loved, aged (brother. The prayer, 
too, was remarkable for the deep feel- 
ing and fond affection expressed. In it 
the doctor referred to the happy days 
spent together with his brother on the 
old farm in New England, to their 
happy reunion after many years in Ha- 
waii aei, to his brother's long and suc- 
cessful efforts as teacher of the bible 
class In the Paia church, to his care 
and affection for Maunaolu Seminary, 
of which he has been trustee for many 
years, to his influence for good and 
love for Hawalians, and to his career 
as a man of affairs. 


After the services, citizens formed in 


procession and about thirty carriages 
followed to the grave in the cemetery 
of upper Makawao. At the grave there 
was a short prayer by Dr. Beelcwith 
and a sweet, sad hymn by girls of Ma- 
unaolu Seminary. 


At the church Messrs. H. P. Baldwin, 


C. H. Dickey, D. D. Baldwin,' R. P. 
Bngle, D. C. Lindsay and W. E. Nicoll, 
acted as pall-bearera At the cemetery 
six of the seminary girls, dressed alike 
in black skirts and white waist's, ten- 
derly bore the 1>ody of their old friend 
to his last resting place on earth. 


George E. Beckwith was born in New 


England some seventy years ago. He 
was educated at Williams College and 
as quite a young man was professor of 
classical languages in Punabon. College 
—at the time when Dr. Beckwith, his 
brother, was president. Afterwards he 
became interested in the cultivation of 
sugar cane and was the first manager 
at Haiku plantation. He was perhaps 
the oldest (foreign) kamaaina of Ma- 
kawao district. 


He leaves a widow and two daugh- 


ters, Misses May and Martha Beckwith, 
who are studying at schools on the 
mainland. Dr. Edward Beckwith and 
an older brother, the father of William 
Befekwith of Paia also survive htm. 


George Beckwith was a man who be- 


lieved that there was something better 
in this world than mere wealth, fame 
or position—good character; and be- 
cause of a. Kfe which exemplified this 
belief, he leaves a good name behind 
"him and Is deeply and sincerely mourn- 
ed T>y the whole community. Because 
of a desire on the part of teachers of 
Makawao district to attend Mr. Beck- 
with's funeral, the annual Maui teach- 
ers convention was postponed to Fri- 
day, necemfoer l.

The commodious rooms of the socie- 


ty which are situated In the Y. M. C.

Rare 
palms and other tropical plants were 
oaned, by the Golden Gate Park. In 
glass cases and all over the walls were 
paintings, tapa cloths, nets, fans, leis 
of shells and beads and flowers, the ex- 
quisite leaves of the bread fruit tree, 
3awaiian flowers, photographs of roy- 
alties and celebrities, mats from Nii- 
lau, shells from Kaual, polished poi

He writes that he found the weath'er

o take a trip to Scotland and see the 
highlands. It agreed with him there 
'or he found most delightful weather, 
excellent porridge with the efccs. as 
good as anywhere to be found. The 
Scotch trip was much of a pleasure to 
him. 


Leaving Scotland he crossed the Eng- 


ish channel, passed through France 
and finally' reached Berlin, where lie 
leard some fine orchestras, and, wit- 
nessed some of the best variety per- 
'ormancea, that could be seen any- 
where. 


As Joe was always a very enthusias- 


tic member of the Amateur orchestra 
when in Honolulu, there is no doubt he 
will come back with expanded ideas as

Berlin was the cheapness of the cigars,

Leaving Berlin he traveled on and 


on, witnessing fresh sights every day 
until he reached the city of St Peters- 
mrg.— In Russia Mr. Marsden experi- 
need one of the events of his- fife, 
when he made a visit to the world- 
famed Count Tolstoi, the (Russian nov- 
elist, who received him 4n the most 
cordial manner. He met the count's 
family, describing them as a charming 
group of people and they welcomed 
ilm most heartily. Joe says he'ielt 
just as much at home with them as he 
would have been with the boys In the 
Pacific club. He had dinner with the 
count and his family, and they pressed 
him hard to remain all night, but he 
could not do so as he had a droschy 
waiting to carry him toack to town, ten 
miles away, where he was to take a 
train to Moscow. In the course of the 
conversation with Count Tolstoi, Mr. 
Marsden was asked many questions 
about the Islands, touching annexation, 
industries and agricultural resources, 
These questions he was able to answer 
trom twenty-six years residence on the 
Islands. He explained to the count in 
a very clear manner the history that 
bad been made during the past ten 
years, gave particulars of the sugar 
crop, coffee ^industry, population, etc. 
If he said anything alwut the mongoose 
or the Japanese beetle, it is not men- 
tioned in his letter. The question of 
European Immigration proved to be 
one of great Interest to the count and 
he expressed himself to Mr. Marsden 
that he felt sure the Russian peasants 
would be glad to come to the islands, 
to work in the cane fields. After some 
careful Investigations, Mr. Marsden 
thinks very favorably of these people 
as laborers, and no doubt will report 
his conclusions to the Planters' As- 
sociation.

During the dinner, a native band of

When all had eaten until they could 
eat no more the tables were cleared 
away, the floor prepared for dancing 
and thte was the order of tine afber- 
,noon. For the dancing €he military 
band furnished the nwsic, <wibile the 
music for t&e evening .dance, In the 
same place, was furnished by the Wela 
Ka Hao orchestra. 
Returning to camp the men were 


loud in their praises for Mr. and Mrs. 
Kennedy and all the good people who 
assisted in trying to make the Ifoanks- 
giving day feast a most pleasant event.

W. J. Lowrie is an American. He is 


a few years more than forty and was 
born in Connecticut. As a boy he 
started ror California with his family 
on the S. S. Golden Rule, which was 
lost with all the baggage and frfight 
alward. ihe passengers were finally 
landed at San Francisco by the Ameri 
ca, of which Minister of the Interior 
Captain James King was first officer. 
Curtis J. Lyons, of th« survey depart- 
ment here, was a passenger on the ill 
fated Golden Rule. On the Coast Mr. 
Lowrie was a farmer for ten years. He 
came to the5 Islands in 1880. For three 
years he was -with T. G. Thrum in the 
stationary and book business here. 
Next he was bookkeeper at Kllauea, 
Kauai, for ten months. Then he had 
rharge of shipping and literage at the 
port of Rahului, Maui. There became 
vacant the position of manager of 
rrove Ranch sugar estate, now a part 


of Paia plantation. President Dole was 
a member of the company. Mr. Lowrie

It 
s at Ewa that Mr. Lowrie has estab- 
shed the co-operate plan of employ- 
ng labor and it is at Ewa that Mr.

IONDON, November 16.—General 


W«fley Merritt, U. S. A., who is still 
in this city, has read with a great deal 
ot interest tie long letter of complaint 
against American officials in the Phil- 
ippine Islands, addressed by the so- 
called Filipino Jtmta of Hongkong to 
President McKinley and the American 
people. In discussing the Filipinos, 
the American general refers to them 
as "children," and says It -would be 
impossible to establish the American 
system of government in the islands. 
He adds that they must have some 
form of colonial government similiar 
to the British colonial governments. 
Regarding the complaints of the Fili- 
pinos, the general said: 


"It waa impossible to recognize the 


insurgents, and I made it a point not 
to do so, as I knew it would lead to 
complications. 
Admiral Dewey, after 


my arrival, pursued the same^course. 
What was done before is not me to 
comment on. I, purposely, did not 
recognize Aguinaldo or hi« troops, nor 
did I use" them in a»y way. Aguinaldo 
d\d not ask to see me until ten days 
after my arrival.

told them the United States had no 
promises to make, but that they might 
-be assured that the Government and 
people of the United States would treat 
them fairly. 
This was because the 


United States is in the halbit of dealing 
fairly with all struggling peoples and 
not because I had 'been authorized to 
say anything of the kind. 


"We purposely did not give the in- 


surgents notice oi our attack on Ma- 
nila because we did not need their co- 
operation and did not purpose to have 
it. We were moved 'by fear that they 
might loot and plunder and possibly 
murder. 
Agninaldo's 
subordinate 


leaders, in conversation with American 
officers, frequently said they intended 
to cut the throats of all the Spaniards 
in Manila. 


"Aguinaldo himself wrote a com- 


plaining Tetter saying the insurgents 
had been denied 'their share of the 
loot,' whatever he may have meant by 
that. I took no notice of this letter 
nor did I think the subject now raised 
is a matter of, discussion between 
Aguinaldo and any representative of 
the American Government"
